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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed on 7/31/03, have been approved 
and entered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions 
are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly 
applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
Instant application. 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 86-92 have been renumbered 87-93. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U$C § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described In a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the Invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference Is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



4. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cooi< (US 
6,017,895). 

Cook discloses a compound comprising a positively charge phosphoramidite 
wherein said phosphoramidite comprises an ammonium group. See Col 11-14, 
example 11 and claims. 



5. Claims 3, 9, 10. 17, 25, 39-51, 87-93 are allowed.
